PRESIDENT’S PLEA 
MEETS DoD DELAY 


President Eisenhower has spoken 
out in strong terms asking relief 
for military families forced to oc- 
cupy substandard quarters. He re- 
peatedly urged Congress to ap- 
prove the legislation for two years 
before the proposal won passage. 

The President has said the law is 
“vitally important to the welfare” 
of military families. 

Despite the President’s interest 
in the program, the Pentagon con- 
tinues to delay implementing in- 
structions. Disclosure of the un- 
usual delay is expected to speed 
action within the Defense Depart- 
ment. 





Changes In Europe? 


Speculation that the U. S. forces in 
Europe are headed for some important 
changes has been heightened by the 
trip—he was to depart 6 December—of 
Secretary of Defense Neil H. McElroy 
across the Atlantic. 

In addition to the problem of advance 
missile bases, Secretary McElroy is ex- 
pected to give close attention to the 
command structure in Europe.

MediCare Officials May Withdraw Free Drugs From Expectant 
Mothers; First Year Sees More Medical Benefits For Dependents 


Medical Care Agency Staff, Page 23 


REE drugs provided to expectant 

mothers by civilian physicians under 
the Armed Forces Dependents Medical 
Care Act may be withdrawn in the near 
future. 

Maternity cases make up approximate- 
ly 39.7 percent of all care provided under 
the Act. This could mean a loss of up- 
wards of half a million dollars to mili- 
tary families. During the four month 
period, April through July of this year, 
the pre-natal drug bill amounted to 
$110,000. 

The action, if it is taken, will stem from 





one of the few “serious” problems en- 
countered by the MediCare Act in its 
first year of operation. 

In most other respects, the program 
has established an enviable record. 

Before the Act took effect on 7 Decem- 
ber 1956, many who were wary of the 
proposal expressed grave doubts and 
fears about its possible effectiveness. 

Some thought it would cost consider- 
ably more than the estimated $76 mil- 
lion. Some said it would cause a mass 
exodus from military to civilian hospi- 
tals. Conversely, some members of the 
civilian medical fraternity thought too 
few dependents would shift to civilian 





physicians and hospitals. Others were 
afraid abuses and fraud would hopeless- 
ly entangle the program. 

None of these fears has been realized. 


With most of the first year’s bills in, 
Maj. Gen. Paul L Robinson, MC, USA, 
Executive Director of the program, be- 
lieves $76 million will just about pay the 
costs. Reviewing the administration of 
the Act in a Journal interview this week, 
he said whoever made the original cost 
estimate did a “remarkable” job. 


So far, the program has paid out slight- 
ly more than $22 million to 311,700

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Atom Bomb Manager Warns Delay 
In Cordiner Plan Will Cost Nation 


NEw YorK, N. Y. 
AILURE to support the full recom- 
mendations of the Cordiner Com- 
mittee “will result in great financial 
loss to the people of the United 
States,” Lt. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, 
USA-Ret., told the American Ordnance 
Association luncheon here 4 December. 
General Groves, the officer who led 
the “crash” program that developed 
the atomic bomb in WWII, made a 
strong appeal for support of the Cor- 
diner Plan in his capacity as presiding 
officer for the Armament Preparedness 
Luncheon. 


He was introducing the main speak- 
er, Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin, Chief of | 


Research and Development for the 
Army (see Page 30). 

“T urge that you give thought to 
these two questions,’”’ General Groves 
said. 

“First, if the principles of the Cor- 
diner Report are not adopted prompt- 
ly, where will we find the General

“And second, where will they find 


the trained subordinates they need for 
maximum success?” 


General Groves said that the Cor- 


diner Committee members were led to 


believe that the Administration would 
support their recommendations. But, 
he recalled, the then Secretary of De- 
fense, Charles E. Wilson, did not come 


out in support of their plan. 


“His apologists explain that he was 
held back by the Bureau of the Budg- 
et,” General Groves said. “One won- 
ders why the Bureau of the Budget 
should be so controlling in matters 
affecting the national defense.” 

General Groves, speaking to nearly 
2,000 industrial leaders from all parts 
of the country, said that there have 
been reports of pending action, but 
they indicate that a watered-down 
version of the recommendations are 
being considered. 

The general said that a patchwork 
measure “would not do the job.” 

General Groves concluded: “Action 


is long overdue.”

Role In NATO’s Paris Meeting; First Unified Ocean Command

EETING in the shadow of Soviet 
Sputniks and Russian claims of 
having an operational ICBM, the summit 
conference of the North Atlantic Treaty 
nations convening 15 December in Paris 
most likely will give new .and greater 
consideration to the missile capabilities 
of the NATO sea forces combined under 
its Supreme Allied Commander Atlantic. 
Using missiles such as the Polaris, 
whose range in miles would normally 
place it in the intermediate category, but 
launching them from highly mobile bases 
such as cruisers or submarines, the Navy 
contends that its Fleet Ballistic Missile 
becomes in operation an Intercontinental 
Missile. 


MISSILE SHIPS, Navy doctrine holds, 
can move into off-shore launching posi- 
tions within range of Russia’s major 
target areas. Furthermore, they say, their 
mobility makes them harder to find and 
harder to hit than conventional land- 
based missile sites. 

The U. S. Navy already is well under- 
way with a program of missile ships 
which includes, destroyers, cruisers, and 
submarines designed for or converted to 
the primary function of missile-launch- 
ing.

which will give them added strength? 
Added strength which, through our con- 
trol of the seas as symbolized by this fine 
ship, can be applied to our collective de- 
fense, our collective efforts for world 
peace.” 

NATO’S eight-nation SACLANT Navy 
already has demonstrated its nuclear ca- 
pabilities, according to Admiral Wright. 
The NATO commander told THE JOURNAL 
in an interview at headquarters here in 
Norfolk that the combined exercise Strike 
Back, held in the Norwegian Sea in Sep- 
tember and October, shows that “the 
strategy of employment of nuclear weap- 
ons and our heavy dependence on it is 
sound.” 

Continued analysis of Exercise Strike 
Back together with reports from the 
other exercises that preceded and fol- 
lowed it, Admiral Wright said, are prov- 
ing invaluable in strengthening the sea 
borne defenses of the Atlantic, Europe, 
and North America. They have shown 
that cross-serving between the navies of 


the associated nations is good and that 


their cooperation was effective. 


WORKING ON THE LESSONS of 
those maneuvers and planning for future 
combined naval exercises is the eight- 
nation staff that composes SACLANT 
headquarters here. It is a unique estab- 
lishment in that it is the only peacetime 
Allied military headquarters ever to be 
established in the United States and is 
the first international ocean command in 
history. 

SACLANT is one of four major com- 
mands covering four principle areas into 
which NATO is divided for defense pur- 
poses. They are: 


1) THE EUROPEAN COMMAND, un- 
der the Supreme Allied Command, Eu- 
rope SACEUR for short, is commanded 
by General Lauris Norstad, USAF, whose 
headquarters is in Paris. This command 
covers the land area extending from 
North Cape to North Africa and from the 
Atlantic to the Eastern border of Turkey,

under the Supreme Allied Commander 
Atlantic, SACLANT for short, who is 
Admiral Wright. 

The Allied Command Atlantic is di- 
vided into two major geographical com- 
mand areas—the Western Atlantic Area 
and the Eastern Atlantic Area. Within 
this broad framework there are four 
principal subordinate commanders di- 
rectly responsible to SACLANT, They 
are: the Commander-in-Chief, Western 
Atlantic Area, the Commander-in-Chief 
Eastern Atlantic Area, the Air. Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Eastern Atlantic Area, 
and the Commander Striking Fleet At- 
lantic who is an oprational rather than 
an Area Commander. 

In the little more than five years since 
its establishment SACLANT has made 
considerable progress in welding the 
eight NATO naval forces into a single 
operating force. The first questions it 
sought to answer were: Can naval forces 
of one nation use the supplies of another? 
Can the nation effectively support and 
supply the ships and aircraft of another? 

Discussing this, one of the Allied brief- 
ing officers at headquarters here told 
THE JOURNAL: 


“THIS PROBLEM OF INTER- 
CHANGEABILITY of resources and sup- 
plies requires a high degree of standard- 
ization. NATO has strived to attain the 
maximum possible degree of standardiza- 
tion in everything we use and in every- 
thing we do. First, we have the problem 
of materials in common use by us all: 
Fuel, provisions and naval stores. Second, 
we have standardized guns and ammuni- 
tion of many types, numerous items of 
electronic equipment such as radar for 
aircraft detection and sonar for subma- 
rine detection. As a further step in this 
complex process, many types of aircraft 
and smaller naval ships, such as mine- 
sweepers, are now constructed, as we say, 
according to NATO standards and can 
be used and repaired in other nations of 
NATO. 

“In communications, we use standard 
equipment and agreed frequencies as 
much as possible. By these means the co- 
ordination of all the NATO armed serv- 
ices into an effective unified fighting 
force is made possible and has permitted 
us to standardize our tactics, our signals 
and even our military operating orders. 
So you see that although we may speak 


| different languages we all respond to the 


same signals. 

“The taxpayers of NATO nations are 
interested in knowing what the addition- 
al cost of NATO is in welding the sepa- 
rate armed forces into a single defense 
structure. This additional expense has 


| been remarkably low and equal to less 


than one half of one per cent of the total 
defense budgets of the nations con- 
cerned. It was not easy to decide how 
this cost should be shared; but a cost 
sharing agreement was reached and al-

House Group Slates 


“Posture” Inquiry 


Top military leaders will be called be- 
fore the House Armed Services Commit- 
tee next month to outline the Nation’s 
defense posture. 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) and 
Representative Leslie Arends (R-IIl.), 
ranking minority member, of the Com- 
mittee, jointly announced 4 December 
that the first order of business for the 
Committee after the second session of the 
85th Congress convenes will be to con- 
duct a complete review of our national 
defense. 

Chairman Vinson said the inquiry will 
be divided into two principal phases. The 
first will be confined to the field of mis- 
siles and related weapons, “because of 
their obvious importance to national de- 
fense capabilities.” 

The second phase will deal with the 
many other facets of the national defense 
program, including personnel, materiel, 
and the ability of the respective services 
to perform their assigned missions. 

The dispersal of Strategic Air Com- 
mand bases, which President Eisenhower 
recently said must be speeded up, as well 
as the construction of missile launching 
sites under the accelerated missile pro- 
gram will require legislative authority 
from the Armed Services Committee. 

Because the inquiry will obviously in- 
volve many matters touching on national 
security, Mr. Vinson said, it is anticipated 
that the majority of the hearings will be 
conducted behind closed doors. 

“However,” Chairman Vinson said, “we 
must not only be fully informed our- 
selves, but, to the maximum extent con- 
sistent to national security considera- 
tions, we must keep the nation informed. 
The wholehearted support of the people, 
whatever the cost may be, is an absolute 
must.”

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New Policy Gives 1000 USNR Specialists 


Improved Promotion 


All active duty Navy restricted Line 
Reserve officers are being given an op- 
portunity to apply for permanent legal 
status in the engineering, aeronautical 
engineering, and special duty categories. 


The promotion chances of more than 
1,000 Reservists will be improved by the 
policy. 

Under the new program, specialist Line 
Reservists who have been administra- 
tively assigned by the Chief of Naval 
Personnel to unrestricted Line cate- 
gories, have until 1 February to apply for 
formal designator codes in their specific 
fields. 

The Navy action is in line with a recom- 
mendation made in November 1956 by 
the Johnson Board—headed by VAdm. 
Felix Johnson, USN-Ret. 


At that time, the Board charged that 
the practice of lumping Reservists under 
“catch all” designators such as 1105 (un- 
restricted Line) and 1355 (unrestricted 
Line non-pilot assigned to an aeronautic 
unit) had an adverse effect on their pro- 
motion prospects. 

As a result of the administration assign- 
ment policy, the Board noted, specialists 
carrying designators corresponding to 
those of Regulars restricted in perform- 
ance of duty were forced to compete with 
others carrying unrestricted Line desig- 
nators., 


This practice, the Board said, required 
specialists to compete for advancement 
without regard being given to their pro- 
ficiency in a specific skill. The Board 
concluded that officers who have similar 
qualifications should compete against one 
another for a given number of vacancies 
as dictated by the needs of the Service. 


The new policy provides that a success- 
ful applicant for permanent legal status 
as a restricted Line officer no longer will 
be required to compete for promotion 
with unrestricted Line officers. 

Instead, they will be carried as “addi- 
tional numbers” in grade and will be con- 
sidered for advancement by the same 
selection board panel as are Regular 
Navy restricted Line officers holding the 
same designations. 

Since transfers to new categories con- 
stitutes a permanent legal change of 
status, the Navy stresses the fact that 
the shifts may be accomplished only 
through application of the individual 
concerned. 


The Navy anticipates that Reservists 
who will be designated in the EDO, 
AEDO and SDO categories will be the 
same officers who hold these designators 
on a administrative basis. However, the 
Navy emphasizes that the program also 
is open to active duty Reservists who hold 
other designators. 

Eligible to apply for permanent re- 
stricted code numbers are: engineering, 
including electronics and ordnance, duty 
officers; aeronautical engineering, includ- 
ing aerology, duty officers; and, special 
duty officers specializing in communica- 
tions, naval intelligence and public in- 
formation. 
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Chances, Must Apply 


Boards to choose other Reservists for 
permanent designation in specialist fields 
will convene in March 1958. The selectees 
will be formally designated by 30 June 
1958 by individual letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 


Naval Reservists who are not picked 
for permanent specialist categories, 
whether by reason of non-application or 
non-selection, will have their designators 
changed to unrestricted Line (1105 or 
1305) by the Chief of Naval Personnel. 


The Navy said that reassignment to 
unrestricted Line duties or release from 
active duty of present restricted Line 
officers who either do not apply or are 
not selected for formal designation will 
depend upon individual qualifications and 
the needs of the Service. 


At the same time, the Navy said that 
a similar program affecting inactive duty 
Reservists will be set in motion at a later 
date. Until this program gets underway, 
inactive duty Reservists recalled to active 
duty in specialist categories will be re- 
quired to apply for formal designation in 
their specific fields. 

The new program applies to TARS on 
active duty with the Reserve Establish- 
ment as well as to Reservists on active 
duty with the Regular Navy, but ex- 
cludes WAVES. 


The Navy explained that officers who 
hold permanent specialist designators 
will receive “a fairer promotion opportu- 
nity” since they will be competing against 
their contemporaries for billets and, at 
the same time, be considered for in- 
creased rank by officers who are familiar 
with their qualifications. 

Further details concerning the pro- 
gram are contained in BuPers Notice 
1210 and SecNav Instruction 1210.4.

This would be accomplished in $50 in- 
crements for those in 0-5 and $25 incre- 
ments for 04 and below. General and flag 
officer increases would range upwards 
from $100 per month for each of the four 
increments. 

The forthcoming legislation will ask 
creation of two new enlisted ranks, E-8 
and E19, and two new officer grades, O-9 
and O-10.

Limited War Breeds In Far & Middle East, 
General Weyland Says; TAC Plans Ready 


NEW YorK, N. Y. 


Danger of outbreaks of limited war ex- 
ist in the Far East and the Middle East, 
General O. P. Weyland, Commander of 
TAC, told the American Ordnance Asso- 
ciation here 4 December. 

Previous Communist aggressions give 
us “clear and unmistakable proof and 
warning,” the Air Force leader said. 

It was to meet this threat of limited 
war, General Weyland said, that TAC 
devised its Composite Air Strike Force 
Concept. Under this plan, the 19th Air 
Force conducts on a continuing basis 
timely studies of all areas of the world 
in which possible limited conflict might 
be forced upon members of the Free 
World. 

Based on the facts developed, General 
Weyland explained, contingency plans 
= prepared for possible areas of con- 

ct. 

General Weyland said that the pack- 
aged force can be in place and ready for 
action in any area within four days.

“The Communists did learn some les- 
sons from Korea,” General Weyland said. 
“Chief among these is the fact that they 
cannot start a successful limited war in 
an area where the United States already 
has deployed tactical air forces, as well 
as Army and Naval forces, ready to in- 
tervene. 

“Therefore, we can expect them to 
profit by this lesson and concentrate on 
the more remote areas of the world for 
future operations. 

“With the northern portion of Indo- 
China well consolidated within the Satel- 
lite Bloc, Thailand, Burma, Pakistan, 
Indonesia, the Philippines and even Aus- 
tralia immediately become areas of con- 
cern, 

“Even more significant and still further 
removed from the key points of airpower 
is the oil-rich morsel of the Middle East, 
where every day we see further evidence 
of the Communists’ intentions—I cite the 
Syrian situation which confronts us to- 
day as an example of these very inten- 
tions. 

“Of major importance to us as a nation, 
however, is the fact that these previous 
aggressions, coupled with constant pres- 
sure probes on the part of the Reds, give 
us clear, unmistakable proof and warn- 
ing of the sinister nature of the Com- 
munists’ long range intentions.”

lengthy briefing by Secretary McElroy 
and Deputy Secretary Quarles for the 
legislators; and (2) that the consensus 
of the Congressional leaders appeared to 
favor action as soon as possible to adjust 
military pay scales to new defense re- 
quirements. 

Significantly, the Cordiner Report con- 
tinues to receive mounting support in 
the Nation’s press, with virtually no im- 
portant opposition to quick Congressional 
action on the Cordiner Report. 

Deputy Secretary Quarles, recalling his 
comprehensive knowledge while Secre- 
tary of the Air Force of the impact of 
outmoded pay scales on retention of 
skilled military manpower, is said to have 
made an impressive and authoritative 
presentation before the Congressional 
leaders. 

There is no question that the favorable 
attitude of the legislators toward a mili- 
tary pay adjustment of such proportion 
as the Pentagon will propose is linked in 
large measure to the promises made by 
President Ralph J. Cordiner of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company and reiterated by 
Secretary McElroy and Deputy Secretary 
Quarles that a modern “pay for merit” 
system would permit reductions in man- 
power without loss of effectiveness. 

With the windup of the legislative con- 
ferences and Budget Bureau action on 
the pay bill, the Defense Department 
will be able to present full details of the 
new pay plan to the public.

New Air Force Speed Records Seen Before 
Wright Anniversary; Four Just & 


New Air Force speed records may be 
scored before the Wright Memorial Din- 
ner 17 December. 


The Air Force obviously has been 
given authority from the Defense De- 
partment to attempt and announce de- 
tails of speed flights, which heretofore 
have been held under wraps. 


This was evidenced late last week in 
the record-smashing transcontinental 
McDonald F-101 Voodoo flight and was 
followed this week by a new Tokyo- 
Honolulu record, also accomplished in 
air-refueled Voodoos. 


In setting the new Tokyo-Honolulu 
mark 2 December, a flight of four Air 
Force Voodoos smashed the previous 
mark by almost three hours. They flew 
the 3,850 mile distance in six hours and 
28 minutes. 


In last week’s transcontinental flight, 
the Air Force broke three transcontinen- 
tal records previously held by the Navy. 


A new round trip mark of 6 hours, 42 
minutes and 6 seconds was set by Capt. 
Robert M. Sweet, flying from Los An- 
geles to New York and return. He also 
set a new east-west record of 3 hours, 
34 minutes, 8 seconds. 


Captain Sweet was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross upon his arrival 
at March AFB, Calif. 


West-east record was set by Ist Lt. 
Gustave B. Klatt in 3 hours, 5 minutes, 
39.4 seconds. Lieutenant Klatt also re- 
ceived the Distinguished Flying Cross. 


Four other planes participated in the 
record breaking flight, but two, piloted 
by Captains Donald D. Hawkins and 
Robert E. Burkhart, participating as al- 
ternates, turned back after the initial 
refueling.

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Career Attractiveness? If the Bureau of the 
Budget is successful in cancelling out the recom- 
mendation of the Cordiner Committee that the 
proposed readjustment of pay be extended to 
those on the retired list it will be dealing a severe 
blow to the main objective of the plan. The pay 
increases which the Cordiner group have mapped 
out are designed to attract and hold skilled and 
devoted men in the careers of military service. 
But the security of retirement after such an active 
career and the assurance that those on the retired 
list will benefit from pay readjustments are 
among the strong inducements that draw and hold 
people in the Services. To tell them in advance 
that once they retire they can no longer share in 
pay increases is to discourage them before they 
start. 

The principle of retired participation in pay in- 
creases has been well established over recent 
years. Congress has, with few exceptions, includ- 
ed them in pay readjustments under the sound 
concept that the standards of living and costs of 
living bear just as hard upon a retired family as 
they do on an active one. 


Family Care. There is considerable satisfac- 
tion in the smoothness with which the year-old 
family medical care law has operated. As re- 
vealed in THE JOURNAL'S report beginning on the 
first page of this issue, most of the fears and dire 
predictions that accompanied the enactment of 
the measure have been disproved. Costs have 
totalled almost exactly as was forecast; more 
Service families have been getting needed med- 
ical attention than before; families and doctors 
alike are expressing general satisfaction and few 
complaints. 


As THE JOURNAL’S survey reports, there are 
low spots in the program which must be raised if 
it is to be fully effective. There is the denial of 
dental care which was revealed in THE JOURNAL 
some time ago. This is an important considera- 
tion for any Service family, both in cost and in its 
effect upon general health and well being. Then 
there is the threatened denial of therapeutic 
drugs to expectant mothers by civilian physicians. 
The Department should initiate legislation to cor- 
rect these defects. 


New USAF Doctrine. The address made by 
the Air Force Chief of Staff, General Thomas D. 
White, before the National Press Club on 29 No- 
vember was, in fact, the official pronouncement of 
a new, all-embracing doctrine for the Air Force 
in the Age of Space. Because of its importance to 
members of all the Services in this respect, THE 
JOURNAL publishes its text on page 11 of this 
issue. 

The Army and its soldiers, says the Air Force 
Chief of Staff, are synonymous with land war- 
fare, the Navy and its sailors with sea battles, 
and the Air Force and its airmen are synonymous 
with air warfare. Going one step forward, he 
states that “there is no division, per se, between 
air and space” they are an indivisible field of 
operations. Whoever controls the air and space 
will possess the capability to exert control cf the 
surface of the earth and the seas, he reasons. 

Missiles are but one step in the evolution from 
aircraft to true spacecraft, General White con- 
tinues. The Air Force, he says, will need both 
manned and unmanned systems to perform its 
missions. This leads to: “In the context of the 
Air Force’s missions and combat technology, 
manned aircraft, unmanned systems, and manned 
spacecraft join together in compatible and com- 
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plementary roles to form a functionally complete 
system.” 

General White recognizes the problems of the 
Navy and the Army — he cites anti-submarine 
warfare and survival against nuclear attack from 
the air as examples—and contends that air power 
complements the other forces. But concerning 
the Air Force he is specific as to the role he feels 
it should have in the future. 


Armament for Limited War. The American 
Ordnance Association displayed courage as well 
as understanding of world dangers in selecting 
“Capabilities and Techniques of American Arma- 





ment for Limited War’ as the subject for its ap. 
nual seminar held 4 December in New York City, 
That more than 2,000 leaders of industry, goy. 
ernment and the Armed Services attended the aj 
day meeting constitutes a hopeful sign that oy 
thinking is not being entirely overwhelmed by 
intercontinental missiles and atomic warheads. 

As reported elsewhere in this issue—and there 
will be more stories next week — representatives 
of the Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine Corps 
as well as leaders from the fields of industry, re 
search, and education, gathered together in panels 
to discuss our present capabilities to cope with 
outbreaks of limited wars and to keep them from 
exploding into the massive destruction of worl 
wars. Accompanying this public exposition of 
views and reports of progress was the personal 
contact between the men from industry and those 
from the Services and the opportunity for an ex. 
change of ideas and forecasts. 


As the nations of the world increase thei 
weapons of long range mass destruction it may 
well be that limited warfare will grow in impor. 
tance. Certainly if preparation for limited wars 
offers a chance to control or suppress them it is 
vital to our peace effort.

Deductible Navy Bills 


Editor, TH® JOURNAL: 


Internal Revenue ruling 55-571 
provides that Naval officers may de- 
duct from their gross income the 
entire amount of mess bills paid by 
them for the period that the ship to 
which they are assigned is away 
from its home port, provided, how- 
ever, that such period is of substan- 
tially longer duration than an or- 
dinary day’s work. This ruling will 
be applied retroactively, and there 
are numerous Naval officers in an 
inactive and active status who may 










be entitled to file claims for a sub 
stantial part of the withholding tax 
that was deducted from their pay 
in prior years, The period of retro 
activity will vary in individual cases. 

As an exemple, a Naval officer 
(presently on active duty or ff 
leased to inactive duty) who quali 
fies under this ruling and who has 
paid such mess bills may deduct 
them on his 1957 income tax retum 
and still claim a refund for taxes 
for the years 1954, 1955 and 1%, 
provided that he did not deduct 
mess bills from his gross incomé 
when he made out his returns for 
those years. 

Those officers who intend to fil 
claims for tax refunds should ¥ 
prepared to. offer proof to the It 
ternal Revenue Service for the Pp 
riod that their ship was away from 
its home port, and also evidence # 
the mess bills that were charged 
aboard ship. 

I suggest that Naval officers wh? 
feel they qualify pursuant to ths 
ruling consult with their tax advit 
ers to determine whether or 1 
they have valid claims for tax ™ 
funds.

PABILITY TO CONTROL SPACE— 
USAF’S NEXT STEP

' Speaking of the control of air and 
‘ontrol of space, I want to stress 





that there is no division, per se, be- 
tween air and space. Air and space are 
an indivisible field of operations. 


Ninety-nine per cent of the earth’s 
atmosphere lies within 20 miles of the 
surface of the earth. It is quite obvious 
that we cannot control the air up to 20 
miles above the earth’s surface and re- 
linquish control of space above that 
altitude ... and still survive. 

The Air Force has been penetrating 
“space” for several years with manned 
aircraft. Men like Yeager, Everest, Apt 
and Kincheloe have been our pioneers, 

The Bell X-2, a rocket research plane, 
carried man up to approximately 25 
miles above the earth at 1900 miles per 
hour. The X-15 rocket research plane 
which is now in the works, is designed 
for speeds and altitudes much greater 
than those of the X-2. The X-15 repre- 
sents a joint effort on the part of the 
Air Force, the Navy and the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics 
(NACA). 

I think it is interesting to point out 
that in the development of this space- 
craft, the airframe, the powerplant, the 
cockpit, and the pilot compose an inte- 
grated system. 

A special pressure suit has been de- 
signed for use in conjunction with the 
X-15. 

This suit incorporates automatic in- 
flation to provide proper pressure, a 
ventilation system to cool the flier, in- 
sulation against extreme cold in event 
the pilot is forced to bail out, and an 
outer garment to protect against flash 
fires and wind blast. You will note when 
you see the suit that despite all these 
features, it permits complete freedom of 
action, which the pilot must have to 
carry out sustained operations at high 
altitudes and high speeds. 


USAF PERSPECTIVE AND 
PHILOSOPHY FOR THE FUTURE 


The basic philosophy of the United 
States Air Force as concerns military 
airpower—is the requirement for an of- 
fensive force—second to none. 

We believe that our possession of 
strong offensive power will make an 
enemy reluctant to attack. The Maginot 
Line philosophy and Goering’s claim 
that no allied bomber would reach Ber- 
lin are examples of the danger of ex- 
cessive confidence in the defense. 

Naturally our defense, particularly 
our air defense, must be strong—but 
with enough money, effort and talent, 
we can maintain the first rate offensive 
power that will make an enemy fear to 
strike. 


No one can logically advocate the 
spread of our resources to provide a 
little bit of everything and not enough 
of what we need. 


In the technological race to develop 
new equipment and new weapons to 
carry out our assigned missions, the 
Air Force is acutely conscious of the 
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huge demand on the resources of our 
country. Science and industry are vital 
elements of these resources. Air Force 
experience in World War II, more than 
at any earlier time, showed us what 
science and private industry could do to 
make a powerful fighting force. The 
Air Force still depends on the skills, 
talent, ingenuity and co-operativeness 
of United States science and industry 
to provide us the technological lead we 
need in the future. 

Basically, we know that we need a 
proven force in being which can do the 
job assigned to it, plus strong research, 
development and test for the future. 
We have the combat force in being and 
we have the finest scientific and indus- 
trial capacity in the world. 


We are working into the future... 
and in the future I see integrated 
forces of manned and unmanned sys- 
tems... for missiles are but one step 
in the evolution from aircraft to true 
spacecraft. 


It will take both types, that is, both 
manned and unmanned systems to per- 
form our missions because in the future 
the essentials for success will still be 
quick reaction, reliability, flexibility, 
and versatility. If manned systems can 
perform some tasks better, then we 
want manned systems; if unmanned 
systems can do the job then we will 
be the first to accept and use them. 

Since missiles are becoming more im- 
portant to the national security, it is 
logical that all military services should 
share an interest in the development 
and use of missiles. However, it is im- 
portant to note the differences in in- 
terest clearly, because there are marked 
differences that show up in mission re- 
quirements and in the matter of system 
completeness. 


The point I want to make is that in 
the context of the Air Force’s missions 
and combat technology, manned air- 
craft, unmanned systems and manned 
spacecraft join together in compatible 
and comnlementary roles to form a 
FUNCTIONALLY COMPLETE SYS- 
TEM. 

For example, there is a certain and 
constant inflexibility in intercontinental 
ballistic missile operations. Inflexibility 
is inherent in the requirement for pre- 
cise geopraphical relationships between 
a missile’s launch site and the accuracy 
of target locations. Inflexibility also. 


exists in the inability to recall a ballis-/ 


tic missile once it is launched, in the’ 
inability to divert the missile from one 
target to another while in flight and in 
its known trajectory which eases the 
defense problem, 

When target values or defensive 
measures call for a change in strategy 
or tactics—as they frequently do in war 
—the attack must be realigned. For 
this reason, these missiles must be com- 
plemented by other weapons with a 
greater degree of flexibility. 


Missiles, manned aircraft and space- 
craft, integrated in the command and 
control structure of the Air Force would 
provide functional and system com- 
pleteness. 


Both manned and unmanned systems 
function in an environment that is con- 
tinuous and undivided. They have the 
same operational characteristics and 
they provide combat integrity. If cir- 
cumstances rule out mission accomplish- 
ment with one method, the other meth- 
od is responsive to the mission. If both 
methods are required, both can be ap- 
plied simultaneously to the target ob- 
jective. They are a single instrument. 

As I’ve been discussing the offense, 
I’m sure it has become obvious that the 
greatly increased potential of offensive 
weapons poses an ever increasing de- 
fensive problem. 

Pure air defense ... the most effective 
air defense ... is to strike the enemy 
forces at their home bases before they 
get off the ground. The next best air 
defense would be to attack enemy forces 
in the air immediately after they have

General Thomas S. Power, SAC 
Commander-in-Chief, said that 
creation of the new Ballistic Mis- 
sile Force under General Wade will 
bring all ballistic missiles designed 
for strategic offense under one cen- 
tral control and integrate it with 
SAC’s world-wide intelligence, re- 
connaissance, materiel and com- 
munications facilities. 

General Wade has been SAC 
Chief of Staff since September 1956. 











been launched or as distant as possible 
from friendly territory. The least de- 
sirable air defense, which is really a 
last ditch defense, is to counter the 
enemy over the immediate target area. 
Our job, that is, the Air Force job is 
the destruction of enemy attackers as 
far as possible from their probable tar- 
gets. That is why the Air Force is so 
interested in improving its warning 
and control svstem and in the develop- 
ment and wide dispersal of long range, 
defensive weapons, 

We’re not the only ones with defense 
problems. In this connection, I would 
like to point out that the presence of 
bases in friendly countries around the 
USSR—and I’m speaking not only of 
land bases but bases at sea as well— 
presents the Russians with some prob- 
lems. 

It is quite obvious that our airpower 
could be zeroed in on the USSR from 
every direction. This comnpliestes the 
Russian’s defensive problem. The Rus- 
sian by nature is a realist, and I have 
no reason to believe that our strong 
strategic capability goes unnoticed on 
the other side of the iron curtain. 

I certainly do not mean to minimize 
the threat that this nation faces from 
expanding Russian airpower, The Rus- 
sians have been expending money, time, 
talent and effort to gain control of air 
and space. The experts in Russia who 
are responsible for their great progress 
must certainly krow, however, that they 
have not yet succeeded in cancelling 
the effectiveness of our own airnower. 
But we, teo, must be realistic. The air- 
power that we have today is not the 
answer for all time. 

We feel a sense of urgency and are 
doing all we can to speed up our 
progress. 

Accordingly, the Air Force has taken 
the following actions this week which 
I believe will serve to give us an earlier 
operational capability in the missiles 
field: 


(1) Transferred the 1st Missile Divi- 
sion to the Strategic Air Command. 

(2) Transferred the responsibility for 
the initial operational capability phase 
of both the ICBM and IRBM programs 
to the Strategic Air Command. This re- 
sponsibility has previously rested with 
the Air Research and Development 
Command. 

(3) Directed the entire resources of 
the giant Air Force Depot at San Ber- 
nardino, Calif., to be made available as 
required to support this effort. 


We know where we are headed. We 
are going to solve our problems and 
hasten our progress through a mature 
approach, precise planning, and addi- 
tional effort.

Atom Cruiser Will 
Join Fleet In 1961 


Construction has begun on the world’s 
first nuclear-powered and nuclear-armed 
surface warship. 

Scheduled to join the fleet in 1961, the 
$100 million guided missile cruiser U.S.S. 
Long Beach was started 2 December at 
keel laying ceremonies at the Bethlehem 
Steel Company’s Forge River Shipyard, 
Mass. 

Principal speaker at the ceremonies 
was Admiral Jerauld Wright, NATO’s 
Supreme Allied Commander in the At- 
lantic. 

The Admiral placed special emphasis 
on the need to share the United States’ 
nuclear knowledge with our allies. 

When completed, the Long Beach will 
have no smokestacks or conventional gun 
batteries of six or eight inch guns. 

Instead, her armament will consist of 
guided missile launching devices, all 
adapted to the use of nuclear warheads. 
The nuclear power plant will eliminate 
the need for frequent refueling. 

The cruiser will be 700 feet long and 
will displace 14,000 tons. She will con- 
tain two atomic powered engines supplied 
by Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
turing Corp. and the Bethiehem Com- 
pany’s technical department. 

Completion of the cruiser will give the 
United States three “firsts” in the devel- 
opment of nuclear-powered ships. 

Already in operation is the world’s first 


| atom powered ship, the submarine U.S.S. 


Nautulus. Completion of the first nuclear 
powered merchant ship, the N.S. Savan- 
nah, is expected by 1960. 

The Russians are reported to be ready- 
ing a nuclear-powered icebreaker for 
completion before 1961.

the Services apparently had established 
“useful criteria” even before the legisla- 
tion was approved. 

This was apparent, they said, in the 
fact that the Pentagon was able to pin- 
point the exact number of substandard 
quarters in each of the military services: 
21,300 in the Army, 8,625 in the Air Force, 
6,362 in the Navy and Marine Corps, and 
130 in the Coast Guard. 


A review of the history of the law has 
further perplexed observers who note 
that it took only a matter of months to 
put the complicated $76 million depend- 
ents medical care act into operation. 

The substandard housing legislation 
was first proposed in 1952 and went 
through a long series of Defense Depart- 
ment studies and Congressional hearings 
before it became law in August 1957. 
Evidence points to the fact that the De- 
fense Department should have been 
geared to put the law into effect more 
than a year ago since it won approval 
by both Houses of Congress in 1956, al- 
though it failed of final enactment be- 
eause of House-Senate differences. 

Following Presidential approval of the 
legislation this year, the Defense De- 
partment waited 10 days before conven- 
ing representatives of each of the Serv- 
a to discuss the implementing instruc- 
tions. 


Two days later, the first DOD draft 
directive was circulated. The Services 





raised objections to some of the proposed 
criteria and DOD spent another month 
preparing a second draft. 

The second draft, prepared in late Oc- 
tober, contained reduced floor area cri- 
teria and FHA minimum proper require- 
ments. Both of these features had pre- 
viously been opposed by the Services. 

The difficulty in reaching agreement 
on a directive, according to Pentagon 
sources, was not the fault of the in- 
dividual services but rather the result of 
a conflict which arose between members 
of the construction division and mem- 
bers of the housing division within the 
Office of Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Floyd S. Bryant. 

A spokesman for the housing division 
told THE JOURNAL this week that a new 
draft directive has now been prepared 
and is under discussion with representa- 
tives of the Bureau of the Budget. With 
luck, he said, the draft instructions 
should be ready for transmittal to the 
Budget Bureau by the first of next week. 

Meanwhile, however, it was learned 
that the Budget Bureau has initiated 
work on its own implementing instruc- 
tions, which could mean a further delay 
in the actual promulgation of a directive. 

Although Defense officials have said 
that the substandard housing program 
is one of “extreme urgency,” there was 
little hope this week that the legislation 
would be put into operation before some 
weeks unless Secretary Bryant or 
Secretary of Defense McElroy acts to end 
the current stalemate.

Out-Patient Treatment Needs Understanding

physicians and about $21 million to 198,- 
000 hospitals. The monthly rate is now 
running about $6 million for both claims, 
but many bills are still outstanding since 
it takes several months for them to 
clear. 

In addition to the successful cost fore- 
cast, another estimate also hit very close 
to the mark. 

When the MediCare plan was being 
considered by the Congress, Defense De- 
partment officials testified that approxi- 
mately 40 percent of all military de- 
pendents were then unable to obtain 
medical care from military facilities. Top 
military leaders said they expected this 
group to constitute the majority of those 
seeking civilian care under the new plan. 

The estimate has proven sound. Gen- 
eral Robinson says the Act currently is 
providing medical care for about 35 per- 
cent more dependents than were receiv- 
ing such care a year ago. 


There have been few abuses and only 
six cases of suspected fraud, General 
Robinson states. He told The Journal 
most of the abuses have apparently arisen 
out of misunderstandings about the 
eligibility provisions of the law, and some 
of the possible fraud cases have resulted 
from divorce complications. 


With regard to the other fears ex- 
pressed about the program, General 
Robinson says there has been no mass 
exodus from military hospitals and fa- 
cilities. The reduction in the military 
hospital load has been in the nature of 
six to 15 percent, and if this has created 
any problems in the teaching hospitals 
he has received no official representa- 
tion to that effect. 

Although it is difficult to evaluate the 
effect which the Act has had on military 
hospitals, General Robinson states, “all 
of the Surgeons General feel that in cer- 
tain of their hospitals they are now able 
to render much better maternity care 
than before.” Some military hospitals 
previously were taking care of as many 
as 300 maternity cases, he said, when 
they should have been caring for only 
200 or 250 at the most. 

Service hospitals, however, have in- 
creased their workload in one respect. 
As a result of the Act, they are now pro- 
viding more out-patient care, particular- 
ly in the fields of pediatrics and gyne- 
cology. General Robinson suspects that 
this is due to the fact that before the 
MediCare Act became law such treat- 
ment was considered a “privilege” and 
now it is a “right.” 

The Executive Director told The Jour- 
nal he believes the first year’s operation 
definitely demonstrates that “we have a 
program that has benefited a great 
many dependents who would otherwise 
not have received medical care.” He said, 
“I think the program has been well ac- 
cepted by physicians, that it has been 
well accepted by hospitals, and the plan 





is a workable pian. As we accumulkste ex- 
perience and are able to communicate 
knowledge, the program will continue to 
be more satisfactory to all concerned.” 

The first year has not, however, been 
without its problems. 

Most troublesome of these has been the 
problem of providing needed drugs for 
expectant mothers who obtain the serv- 
ices of civilian physicians. Although the 
Act authorizes complete maternity care 
(including pre-natal and post-natal care), 
neither the law nor the Secretary of De- 
fense’s implementing directive mentions 
drugs. 

Early in the administration of the Act, 
physicians began writing in to ask how 
they could be reimbursed for drugs (vita- 
mins, calcium, iron compound, etc.) 
which they find it necessary to prescribe 
for their pre-natal patients. In most 
cases, the doctors already had existing 
arrangements under which they obtained 
the drugs from local pharmacists. They 
requested that the pharmacist be per- 
mitted to bill them for the drugs and 
they, in turn, could bill the Government. 

This appeared to be a reasonable solu- 
tion, since many military dependents, 
particularly in the Far West, had no 
other source for obtaining the drugs, and 
General Robinson’s office agreed to the 
procedure. As a result, pharmacists from 
all over the country have complained. 
They are urging that they be permitted 
to bill direct for the drugs which they 
furnish. 


Unfortunately, General Robinson told 
THE JOURNAL, such a procedure would be 
far too costly to administer. He noted 
that it costs about $3 to process each 
claim and that many of the drug charges, 
although amounting to only $3 or $4, 
would be doubled as a result of the added 
administrative cost. 


He said “it may be necessary to dis- 
continue payments for drugs prescribed 
for pre-natal patients.” The Government 
would, however, continue to pay for 
those drugs the doctor injects. And, of 
course, if the patient has access to & 
military medical facility, she could take 
the doctor’s prescription there to be 
filled free-of-charge, provided the drugs 
were available. 


Another problem the program has en- 
countered is that many dependents do 
not understand that out-patient care is 
provided only at military facilities. The 
Act makes no provision for out-patient 
care by civilian physicians or hospitals 
except in maternity cases and cases of 
bodily injury. 

Thus, if a dependent child is treated 
by a civilian doctor for acute tonsillitis 
for three or four days and then has his 
tonsils removed by the doctor, the Gov- 
ernment pays only for the tonsilectomy. 
The out-patient care must be paid for by 
the military sponsor of the dependent. 

Elective surgery is another area which

Ifthe patient has the wart removed sim- 
ply for cosmetic reasons. and there is no 
medical requirement, the Government 
will not pay the bill.

Statistics compiled in October show 
that, as of that month, more Air Force 
families have taken advantage of the law 
than those of any other service.

ents feel that they should not have to 
pay any more in a civilian hospital than 
they would have to pay in a military 
hospital. Others complain that out-pa- 
tient care should be included in the civil- 
ian program, and about one out of every 
10 believes dental care should be added 
to the program. 


The dental needs of military families 
currently are being studied by a commit- 
tee made up of dental and personnel offi- 
cers from each of the Services, members 
of the American Dental Association and 
representatives of the health insurance 
industries. Their first recommendations 
are not expected before next May. 


General Robinson noted that such a 
program “takes time,” and pointed out 
that the medical care program took 
about six years to develop. He said some 
estimates indicate that a dental care 
program comparable to the MediCare 
program would cost even more. 

One continuing problem which General 
Robinson and his staff face is that of 
informing military families about their 
rights and privileges under the MediCare 
Act. Many dependents still do not under- 
stand that the Act “provides far from 
full medical coverage, and that many 
exclusions are written into it,” General 
Robinson said. 
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A pamphlet was prepared last year by 
the Office of Armed Forces Information 
and Education to give dependents a bet- 
ter understanding of the law and this is 
now in the process of revision. General 
Robinson said the revised version will 
emphasize those features of the law 
which have thus far created the greatest 
misunderstanding. 


One aspect of the program which 
greatly pleases the Executive Director 
and his staff is that the cost of admin- 
istering the act has amounted to only 
about 3.5 percent. General Robinson’s 
office force (43 in all; although there is 
a need for about eight more civilians) 
operates on a budget of about $250,000, 
including pay and allowances, furnish- 
ings, equipment, travel, etc. 


A strong indication that the program 
has been administered wisely and that 
it has hit no serious snags is the small 
amount of Congressional mail which the 
executive office receives. Most inquiries 
from Members of Congress are ‘“benevo- 
lent” rather than critical, and even these 
“have been extremely small in relation 
to the magnitude of the program,” a 
staff member states.

Admiral William Veazie Pratt, USN-Ret 


Admiral William Veazie Pratt, USN- 
Ret., former Chief of Naval Operations, 
died 25 Nov., at the U. S. Naval Hospital, 
Chelsea, Mass., at the age of 88. 

A native of Belfast, Ireland and an 1889 
graduate of the U. S. Naval Academy, Ad- 
miral Pratt saw service in the Spanish- 
American War, the Philippine Insurrection 
and the Boxer Rebellion. He accompanied 
President Wilson to France in 1918, having 
served as Assistant to the Chief of Naval 
Operations, during WWI. A graduate of both 
the Navy and Army War Colleges, and head 
of the former from 1925 to 1927, he was 
named Commander-in-Chief of the U. S. Fleet 
in 1929. In September 1930, Admiral Pratt 
was appointed Chief of Naval Operations, in 
which capacity he served until his retirement 
in 1933, after 44 years of active service. How- 
ever, in 1941, Admiral Pratt was recalled to 
active duty and served six months expediting 
escort carrier developments. In 1943, he be- 
came a commentator for Newsweek maga- 
zine, for which he wrote the weekly column 
“War Tides.’’ 

He is surived by his widow, Mrs. Louisa 
Johnson Pratt; and one son, W. V. Pratt, jr.

Admiral Mentz, who was born in New York 
City, was the son of the late Commo. and 
Mrs. George W. Mentz. After attending St. 
Luke’s School, Philadelphia, and the College 
Scientifique, Lausanne, Switzerland, he en- 
tered the U. S. Naval Academy and was 
graduated with the Class of 1918, having al- 
ready seen action in WWI aboard the battle- 
ship Pennsylvania, He later served on de 
stroyers, battleships and as Commander of a 
mine removal division in the North Sea, for 
which dangerous duty he received the Navy 
Cross. 

During WWII, Admiral Mentz served with 
distinction in the Atlantic and Mediterranean 
as Commander of a task group during the 
Allied assault on Sicily and, subsequently, 
as Commander, Service Squadron Five. His 
final wartime duty was with the staff of the 
Commander of the Seventh Fleet. He was 
wounded in action during the recapture of 
the Philippine Islands in 1944. Admiral 
Mentz was retired from active duty in 1946, 
after serving with the Allied Commission to 
Italy. In 1947, he was appointed Chief of 
Mission for Italy and Greece for the U. N. 
International Refugee Organization, which 
position he held until the end of 1950. Since 
his return to the U. S., he had served active-

Good Things Seen Ahead For Services 
In Small Turbojet Engine Packages 


FAIRCHILD ENGINE DIVISION 

DEER PaRK, N. Y. 

RMED FORCES weaponry, as well as 

missile and space age command and 

logistics support, will get a powerful 

boost from the advent of improved small 
turbojet engines. 

That’s the prediction here to top offi- 
cials at the Fairchild Engine Division, 
who describe their two-year old plant as 
“the outstanding facility in the world for 
small turbojet engines.” 

Speaking to newmen 3 December, Vice 

President and 
“= General Man- 
x ager George F. 
Chapline said 
that improved 
turbojet engines, 
such as Fair- 
child’s J-44 and 
J-83—the latter 
is in the 2000 
pound thrust 
class—hold out 
the promise of 
penny pinching 
power for such 
new weapons as 
VTOL and STOL 
aircraft, light- 
weight high speed transports and “ex- 
tremely long range” heavy logistics tur- 
boprop transports, as indicated in the 
representative drawing above. 

The Engine Division of the Fairchild 
Engine and Airplane Corporation, Mr. 
Chapline told reporters, has backed its 
confidence in the future of small turbo- 
jets by investing more than $10 million to 
build the 386 acre facility here. No Gov- 
ernment money was involved in the con- 
struction. 

Mr. Louis Davis, who has been Assist- 
ant to Vice President Chapline, presented 
one of the most detailed public briefings 
ever given on small turbojets. 

He said “the small turbojet as it is 
now emerging from the final phase of its 
laboratory tests incorporates in its handy 
size the immediate promise of thrust-to- 
weight ratios of 8 to 1 and a near-future 
potential of 10 to 1 ratios.” 

Mr. Davis maintained that because of 
this powerplant effectiveness, “the small 
turbojet engine has a significance we 
cannot afford to ignore.” 

Emphasizing that for every pound of 
engine weight saved, there is a substan- 
tial saving of airframe weight, Mr. Davis 
said a company study surveyed and com- 
pared the use of an interceptor plane 
powered by a single large turbojet of 
about 10,000 pounds thrust and a similar 
plane with a number of small turbojets. 

This study showed, said Mr. Davis, that 
the plane with the featherweight engines 
had an identical performance capability 
with the single-engine aircraft, but bene- 
fited by a 36.6 per cent reduced gross 
takeoff weight. Total engine weight of the 
small turbojets installed was 73.4 per

cent below the larger powerplant. Fuel 
savings were estimated at 30 per cent. 

Looking to the future, Fairchild offi- 
cials foresee the adaptability of small 
turbojet engines to varied missions in 
command and logistics support for mis- 
sile age forces—even the possibility of 
such powerplants being used to move 
missiles from sources of supply to launch- 
ing sites. 

Concluding his comprehensive report, 
Mr. Davis said, “we are convinced that 
the new frontiers of engineering and 
scientific development are not limited to 
the gee-whiz realms of long-range mis- 
siles and space satellites. ... 

“The job we must accomplish with 
these powerplants is not dramatic and 
does not have the fascination or excite- 
ment of rockets and missiles and space 
vehicles. But it is important and it is 
challenging, for we must remember at 
all times that manned aircraft are now 
and will continue for some time to come 
to be vital weapons in our defense 
arsenal.” 





To Redouble Efforts; Awarded Medal 


NEW YORK, N. Y. | 


Two thousand representatives of Amer- 
ican business and industry were re- 
quested by Deputy Secretary of Defense 
Donald A. Quarles 4 December to redou- 
ble their efforts “toward the maintenance 
of a strong, prepared United States.” 

Secretary Quarles made his appeal in 
accepting the Williams Gold Medal 
awarded him by the American Ordnance 
Association, meeting here. 

Secretary Quarles spoke of the rapid 
advances in science and technology which 
have caused revolutionary changes in the 
requirements for national defense. But, 
he added, “we must be constantly con- 
cerned that future technological break- 
throughs might, in a very short space of 
time, cause further and very significant 
changes.” 

“Our national policy,” Mr. Quarles con- 
tinued, “must recognize these facts of 
life and must be flexible in its adapta- 
tion to them. At the same time, we realize 
that these rapid changes work hardships 
on many industries that have shown 
great energy and skill in producing our 
munitions of war. Here, too, proper main- 





tenance of our defense posture calls fo, 
flexibility so that new knowledge may hy 
quickly applied to increase the effectiye. 
ness of our armed forces. 

“We must also continually remind oy. 
selves that mere numbers, as such, ar 
no longer a complete index of militar 
strength. Actually, numbers of units ma; 
tend to decrease while at the same tim. 
we are, in fact, increasing our military 
effectiveness. Of course, the true measur 
of our strength is the ability of our force; 
to perform their missions in the face oj 
the opposing Communist forces,’ 

Mr. Quarles said that the Soviets not 
only have broken our monopoly in atomic 
weapons, but they have made rapid ai. 
vances in the militarily important fie 
of aeronautics, electronics and missiles, 

“For some time,” he said, “they have 
had the means of delivering weapons of 
untold destruction against our homeland 
Moreover, our continental strategic bases 
would have to be the first targets of an 
all-out war they might decide to launch 
There is, thus, no uncertainty about their 
objectives, their capabilities, or about the 
priority of our bases on their target list 





Control Of Space Necessary To Control 
Of Land, Army R&D Chief Tells Ord. Assn, 


NEW YorRK, N. Y. 


“Control of space—and this includes 
outer space—is a prerequisite to the con- 
trol of land,” Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin, 
Army Chief of Research and Develop- 
ment, told the American Ordnance Asso- 
ciation here 4 December. 

General Gavin recalled that he made 
a statement last March that “one of the 
most significant aspects of the missile 
era is that the Nation that controls the 
land areas will control the space above 
them.” 

This statement drew criticism from 
Air Force supporters. 

General Gavin said here that “by space 
above them” he was referring “to usable 
air space as we then understood it.” 

The Army research chief said that 
“since then we have had Sputnik I and 
II, and now we are entering the satellite 
era. In my opinion, in the period we 





Small _—e Seen as Needed for Armed 
Reconnaissance on Dispersed Battlefield 


NEw YorRK, N., Y. 


The danger that development of small 
battlefield attack planes may be neglected 
has been underscored by Mr. Hall L. Hib- 
bard, Senior Vice President of Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. 

Speaking before the 39 Annual Meeting 
of the American Ordnance Association 4 
December at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel, 
New York City, Mr. Hibbard noted that 
such planes will be necessary as battle 
forces become more dispersed and mobile. 
“Armed reconnaissance from the air will 
become a frequently practiced art,” he 
said, “with more and more authority for 
attack being delegated to the pilot.” 

Mr. Hibbard said that future vertical 
takeoff airplanes in battlefield situations 
will be able to carry either conventional 
or atomic weapons, 

“Preliminary studies,” he said, “indi- 
cate that such an airplane can be built 
to have a weight empty of 5000 pounds, 
that is, about 60 per cent of the weight 
empty of the old F-80 fighter.” 

It will have a vertical takeoff and land- 
ing ability, a top speed of 400 to 500 knots, 
combat radius of several hundred miles, 
plus the ability to deliver small or atomic 
weapons. 

In view of the greatly reduced size and 
weight of A-bombs, Mr. Hibbard said, “It 
is now possible for a very small aircraft 
to carry a truly lethal bomb.” 

Discussing trends in cargo transport 
aircraft, Mr. Hibbard stated that he is 
“confident that a nuclear-propelled logis- 
tics airplane will be developed sometime 
during the next decade.” 





“A development of this kind,” he said, 
“would eliminate the need for interme- 
diate staging stops as well as reduce 
greatly the overseas fuel storage require- 
ments.” 

“No unconventional designs are need- 
ed,” he said, “in fact the airplanes will 
look very much like some of the aircraft 
that are flying around today.”

Army Roles And Missions May Face New 
JCS Study, Secretary McElroy Advise 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff may take a 
new look at the Army’s roles and mis- 
sions. This possibility was hinted by Sec- 
retary of Defense Neil H. McElroy in his 
testimony before the Senate Prepared- 
ness Subcommittee on 27 November. 


He said a study is now underway to 
determine whether the Army should be 
given the green light on work to im- 
prove its giant Redstone missile. 

In answer to questions about the Red- 
stone, Secretary McElroy said “The Army 
is very much interested in developing 
an improved Redstone missile, and a 
project is under consideration at the pres- 
ent time between the Army and the De- 
partment of Defense looking toward the 
authorization of the work, research and 
development work, and ultimate opera- 
bility of an improvement on the Red- 
stone.” 

Asked if the missile will have a range 
of 500 miles, Secretary McElroy replied, 
“I do not know what the range will be.

ready NATO has agreed to the construc- 
tion of facilities worth over two million 
dollars. These are facilities which no one 
nation could normally be exepcted to pro- 
vide and finance.

They 
fill the gaps in many national facilities 
which include for SACLANT alone, more 
than sixty bases and airfields scattered 
from the North Pole to the Tropic of 
Cancer. 

“Thus you see that although NATO is 
composed of fifteen independent and 
sovereign nations, NATO has provided 
the means by which all, regardless of na- 
tionality, can work together as a single 
coordinated fighting team.” 

SACLANT’S WARTIME FORCES 
would include units of the armed services 
of eight different nations—Canada, Den- 
mark, France, The Netherlands, Norway, 
Portugal, United Kingdom, and the 
United States. Also, the base facilities 
of Iceland would be used. 

But SACLANT’s staff organization 
here is constantly at work in conducting 
training exercises, both large and small. 
Full scale combined exercises, such as 
Strike Back, is to be held once every 
three years. In the intervals SACLANT 


has no forces permanently assigned to 
it, but numerous small exercises are con- 
ducted whenever the opportunity arises. 

THE PLANNING FOR SACLANT is 
done here at Norfolk by an organization 
unique on U. S. soil. Working together 
on committees and staff units are about 
160 representatives of the eight nations 
involved. Far from being strictly a naval 
operation, these staff members include 
officers of the Armies, Navies, and Air 
Forces of the various nations. Even the 
United States staff members include of- 
ficers of the Army and Air Force as well 
as the Navy and Marine Corps. 

While there is not enough housing on 
the base to accommodate more than a 
few—most of them live in the surround- 
ing communities—the officers and their 
families form a homogenous community 
of their own. Their wives club, for exam- 
ple, includes women of all the nations 
working together on forward looking 
projects. ; 

The officers have their own mess adja- 
cent to SACLANT headquarters where 
they gather for drinks and lunch every 
working day. 

In a semi-circle in front of SACLANT 
Headquarters 15 flag staffs fly the flags 
of the member nations of NATO. To the 
right is the flag of the United States, the 
host nation. The flags of the other na- 
tions are rotated daily. 

These are the symbols of the unity of 
the NATO nations in their determination 
to defend their lands and the seas vital 
to them.

‘We are conscious,” he said, “of the 
revolution in warfare that has occurred 
due to the mating of the nuclear war- 
head to the guided missile. It affects our 
thinking in tactics, in organization, and 
in equipment.” 
Developments in nuclear warfare, he 
Said, “put a premium on our mobility 








and on our ability to communicate over 
extended distances.” 

“Our objective,” he said, “is to provide 
the country a hard-hitting, fast-moving 
Missile Age Army capable of applying 
the right amount of power, at the right 
time and at the right place.”

move in any direction except on the two 
together.” 

The Subcommittee Counsel, Mr. Edwin 
Weisl, asked if it is true that the Army 
would have no control over the operation 
of the Jupiter when it becomes operation- 
al and if the Army would not have any 
use for the missile in the performance of 
its roles and missions. 

Secretary McElroy replied, “The Air 
Force will handle the operation of the 
Jupiter as well as the Thor.” 

MR. WEISL—Do you believe, Mr. Sec- 
retary, that it is a wise use of brainpower 
and manpower to have the Army develop 
a missile that it will have no use for in 
the performance of its duty in case of 
war? 

SECRETARY McELROY — I think in 
this case that this development of this 
missile, which has been very ably done 
by the Army, could be done for another 
Service. I would say that there needs to 
be a close working relationship between 
the producing service and the operating 
service, if they are two different services. 
We feel as if that will be done in the case 
of the Air Force taking over the Jupiter 
missile for operation. 

MR. WEISL—In your opinion, Mr. Sec- 
retary, would it not be better for the 
Army to use its brainpower and man- 
power to work on missiles and other im- 
plements of war that it will use in case 
of war, rather than to work on imple- 
ments or missiles that the Air Force or 
some other branch of service will use? 

SECRETARY McELROY — My judg- 
ment, in response to that question, would 
be that we should use the facilities that 
are available in the various services for 
any of the important needs that we have. 
The Army was asked to proceed in one 
direction, and this was with one group 
of scientists, toward the attempt to get 
an operational IRBM. The Air Force was 
asked to undertake the same assignment 
moving in another direction. It was re- 
garded as of sufficient importance that 








we not find ourselves having traveled a 
blind path by going in only one direction 
to develop an IRBM; that we should 
travel two different directions. 

“To me, it did not make a tremendous 
difference whether you followed those 
two avenues under one service, or under 
two services. It is all the Defense Depart- 
ment. And it seems to me a perfectly 
normal thing to use the best qualified 
people you have, whichever the service, 
in order to get the optimum in terms of 
performance for this country.”
